A  Note  From  The  Editor: 

What  a  beautiful  Bugle.  Another  cheer  for  Nancy,  and  all  of  you  who  are  sending  in 
your  thoughts.

I'll  throw  my  two  cents  of  information  about  the  two  silver  Rounds  pictured 
above.  Colorado's  'Century  of  Progress'  Dollars  -  1933.  Coloado  State  Legislature  did 
not  appropriate  funds  for  their  participation  in  the  Century  of  Progress  Exposition, 
Chicago,  1933.  Many  Denver  and  other  civic  organizations,  knowing  that  32  or  more 
other  stacs  were  to  have  official  exhibits,  believed  that  Colorado's  non-appearance  would 
be  detrimental  to  its  industrial  welfare

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About  $60,000  was  estimated  to  be  necessary  to  assure  proper  representation  and  only  30 
days  then  remained  in  which  to  raise  it.  A  plan  to  produce  and  sell  "Colorado  Dollars"  was 
devised  and  adopted  by  Colorado  Century  of  Progress  Commission  to  accomplish  this 
objective. 

On  Feb.  1,  1933.  the  Commission  announced  that  one-ounce  discs  of  pure  silver  would  be 
sold  at  $1.00  each,  silver  costing  28  cents  an  ounce  at  that  time.  Next  day  Gov  Ed  C. 
Johnson  of  Colorado  purchased  the  first  token  and  the  Genera!  sale  w  as  started  throughout 
the  state.  The  discs  w'erc  advertised  and  sold  elsewhere  by  the  Colorado  State  Board  of 
Immigration,  Denver,  for  $1.25  each. 

The  planchets  were  made  by  Sachs-Lawlor  Co.  in  Denver.  The  H.H  Tammen  Co.,  also  of 
Denver,  struck  the  pieces.  All  have  plain  edges.  The  first  3  types  have  incuse  letters  and 
figures.  The  type  4  is  embossed. 

The  two  pictured  in  this  Bugle  are  Type  3  and  type  4.  The  rarest  is  the  type  one.  Only  300 
issued.  They  were  placed  on  sale  Feb  2,  and  sold  out  very  quickly  to  members  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Denver  Real  Estate  Exchange.  It  was  size  24. 

The  type  3  began  their  sale  on  Feb  16.  There  was  2000  made  and  the  unsold  was  melted  to 
add  silver  for  the  embossed  issue.  Type  4.  There  was  10.000  minted  It  has  a  mining  scene 
on  the  obverse  that  is  somewhat  similar  to  the  design  on  the  Lesher  Dollars.  The  type  4  is 
size  25.

Copyright  1963.  (I  bet  you  thought  I  was  real  smart.  Ha!)

This  is  a  scam  that  is 
spreading  extremely  quickly  and  can  easily  cost  you  $2400  or  more,  and 
is  difficult  to  avoid  unless  you  are  aware  of  it.... Here’s  how  it  works: 
You  will  receive  a  message  on  your  answering  machine  or  your  pager 
which  asks  you  to  call  a  number  beginning  with  area  code  809.  If  you 
call  from  the  U.S.  you  will  apparently  be  charged  $2425  per  minute.  The 
809  area  code  is  located  in  the  British  Virgin  Islands.  The  809  area  code 
can  be  used  as  a  ‘pay-per-calf  number,  similar  to  900  numbers  in  the 
U  S.  Since  809  is  not  in  the  U.S.  it  is  not  covered  by  U.S.  regulations  of 
900  numbers,  which  require  that  you  be  notified  and  warned  of  charges 
and  rates  involved  when  you  call  a  ‘pay-per-calf  number.  There  is  also 
no  requirement  that  the  company  provide  a  time  period  during  which  you 
may  terminate  the  call  without  being  charged.  “ 
thanks  for  the  warning,  Cecil.

The  “All-Risk”  Coin  Collection  Insurance  Plan  is  very  important 
because  it  protects  a  personal  com  collection  again  such  hazards  as  theft, 
tire,  flood,  hurricane  and  other  such  perils.  Whether  a  collection  is  kept 
at  home,  in  a  private  safe,  or  in  a  bank  vault,  it  can  be  protected.  Also, 
extra  security  can  be  provided  for  special  pieces  in  the  collection  when 
they  are  individually  listed.

Guidebook  -  60,643  (M  AD-37) 

Madison  Mint  also  has  the  highest  undocumented  mintage  bar  -  78,  131 
(MAD-28) 

In  the  3rd  edition  Guidebook,  all  bars  had  a  money  value  rather  than  a 
rating.

Patti  Finner  replied  to  a  request  by  Reggie  Barnett  for  information  on  the 
challenge  coins  made  for  the  29I,J  Light  Infantry  Division,  which  were 
featured  in  the  December  ‘01  Bugle  (reprinted  from  Winning  Ways). 
There  were  actually  two  varieties  of  the  medal,  one  numbered  and  one 
not. 


■  100,  .999  silver,  serial  numbered  with  the  states  of  Maryland 
and  Virginia. 

■  100,  .999  silver  without  numbers  with  five  states;  three  were 
added  to  the  division. 

The  un-numbered  version  was  struck  after  the  article  was  written  and  the 
29th  Division  changed  their  area. 
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1  recently  stumbled  on  to  a  new  form  of  silver  collecting  in  “oddities  in 
silver."  What  the  heck  is  “oddities  in  silver"  some  of  you  ask?  It’s  a 
term  coined  by  one  of  the  authors  of  the  fifth  edition  Guide  Book  and  can 
be  viewed  on  page  309  in  the  book. 

My  first  “oddity"  purchase  was  a  two-ounce,  .999  fine  silver  bar  similar 
to  the  one  in  the  lower  right  of  that  page. 

Another  purchase  is  an  unlisted  .999  three-ounce  rectangle  by  JMC.  I’m 
sure  it’s  Canadian,  as  it  shows  a  maple  leaf  on  the  obverse.  The  reverse 
is  blank.  The  bar  has  rounded  edges.  The  seller  told  me  the  bar  was 
made  in  the  1960’s. 

My  latest  purchase  is  a  .999  one-ounce  “Swiss  of  America"  round  that 
is  one-half  inch  in  depth.  It  s  the  thickness  that’s  odd  about  this  round, 
and  the  diameter  as  well! 

“Oddities  in  silver"  puts  a  little  twist  on  bar  collecting  and  can  also  be  a 
fun  way  to  go  in  collecting  silver! 


If  any  member  would  like  to  write  about  and  “oddity  in  silver  ‘  in  their 
collection,  please  feel  free  to  do  so.  1  know  l  would  enjoy  reading  about 
silver  oddities! 
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In  searching  through  various  old  bar  club  newspapers,  bulletins  and  even 
old  Bugles,  l  have  yet  to  come  across  information  regarding  National 
Mint  bars  of  Canada. 

It  came  as  a  surprise  after  purchasing  one  to  learn  of  the  simplicity  and 
sheer  beauty  National  Mint  bars  possess.  National’ s  bars  are  so  different 
from  all  others:  a  special  uniqueness  all  their  own,  a  contemporary  style, 
if  you  will. 

National  Mint  began  producing  bars  in  1981  and  continued  on  through 
1992.  Who  knows,  maybe  even  longer,  as  the  1993  fifth  edition 
supplement  lists  National  bars  through  that  time. 

National  Mint  produced  262  all-occasion  and  seasonal  bars  exclusively, 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  other  bars,  i  .e.  zodiacs,  several  bullion  bars, 
the  papal  visit  and  The  Betsy  Mills  Club.  Not  one  mint  out  of  152  listed 
in  the  fifth  edition  Guide  Book  came  close  to  producing  the  high  number 
of  all-occasion  and  seasonal  bars  National  Mint  did,  nor  were  there  any 
mints  in  production  for  the  same  length  of  time.  Bravo  National  Mint! 

Did  you  know  National  made  two  Christmas  bars  each  year  beginning 
1986,  consistently  through  1992  and  produced  only  one  Thanksgiving 
bar  (N  A-22)  issued  in  1 982?  ( Ed.  Note:  Thanksgiving  is  not  as  big  a  holiday > 
in  Canada  as  it  is  in  the  U.S.) 

National’s  first  bar  was  an  undated  one-ounce,  serialized  bullion  bar 
made  in  1981 .  It  is  one  of  only  four  listed  serialized  bars  of  the  262 
issued  from  1981  through  1992.  1  managed  to  pick  up  a  one-half  ounce, 
unlisted,  undated,  serialized  bar  recently. 

National  Mint  made  nine  different  reverses  in  their  time.  In  1989  they 
began  using  the  type  5  reverse  which  reads  “Product  of  USA.”  My  take 
is  some  entity  in  the  United  States  gained  minting  rights  after  sparing  a 
possible  bankruptcy. 

National  Mint  went  by  the  wayside  as  did  most  mints,  but  left  behind  a 
legacy  of  unique  and  unusual  bars  for  all  to  enjoy  and  collect  today! 
heck  them  out!

The  next  set  l  got  from  a  mint  was  a  beautiful  set  of  1 2  Norman 
Rockwell  bars.  I  still  them  also,  in  the  case  with  all  the  papers  and  flyers

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for  the  set.  I  also  ordered  a  set  of  small  flags  about  lA  the  size  of  the  1- 
oz.  bars,  also  still  in  the  same  case. 

I  bought  a  round  (about  2-Vi  oz.)  of  a  curly-haired  girl  and  a  large 
butterfly,  but  don't  know  who  made  it.  A  few  years  ago  I  also  bought 
the  four  rounds  for  the  armed  branches  of  the  services,  which  l  framed  in 
some  blue  plastic,  and  put  them  on  our  wall. 

The  rest  of  my  collection  is  kinda  mixed  up  with  a  bunch  of  Christmas 
bars  and  rounds  (from  14,  Vi  to  1  oz.)  and  a  couple  of  copper  ones  of 
Santa.  The  rest  of  my  collection  is  rounds  and  bars  from  !4  to  2  oz. 

Some  of  my  bars  have  been  picked  up  from  New  Mexico  to  Washington
